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New Tonk. August 7.—When the City Hall gates 
were shut at 1 o'clock this morning, and when the 
shuffle of footsteps had ceased, the undertakers 
and embalmers came. The face of General Grant 
was scanned by them through the double plates of 
giass. Then the undertaker observed that dust 
had settled on the lower plate of glass and he re- 
moved thetop plate that the other might be cleaned. 
Surprise was expressed that such an accumulation 
of dust should have been possible through the fine 
close joints made by the closing of the face plate. 
The glass was cleaned and polished anew, the top 
plate replaced and the lids of the casket 
fastened down. The royal purple velvet 
that covers the casket had become 
dusty with the rising particles from all the 
shuffling of the thousands that passed through the 
day. Carefully it was brushed and cleaned of 
dust. Many hands during the day had touched the 
silver rails and most palms had felt the mountings. 
There were stains on each because ot this, These 
were removed; 
brighter, and the undertakers and others went out, 
The body had not been touched by them as early as 
éo'clock. Inspector Steers hada line of officers 
placed along the route of the procession from the 
City Hall gates to the Fountain circle. 
At that hour there were some 
thousands dammed back by the 150 
men that the inspector then had on duty.

Like War Times. 

New Lonx. August 7.—It looked like old war 
times at the hotels in the city last night. In fact, it 
looked like war times all over the city. Great 
crowds of strangers arrived on every train and 
boat in anticipation of Saturday's funeral pageant. 


But it was in the hotel iobbies that the most extra- 


ordinary assemblages gathered, and friends of 
twenty years ago, who were made enemies by the 
war, shook hands and made it all up. Some of the 
scenes between the soldiers of the North and South 
were heart stirring, and there were groupings of 
grand old figures on all sides.

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The Chicago Federal Offices—Secre- 
tary Whitney Cancels Several of 
John Roach’s Contracts—Missouri

Wasuineton, D. C., August 7.—The indications 
are that the United States will remain unrepre- 
sented at the court of Austria unless the latter 
Government withdraws its objections to Minister 
Keiley. The President and Cabinet discussed the 
question yesterday, and it was the unanimous 
sentiment that this Government would stand by its 
minister and not heed foreign interference in its 
affairs. Minister Keiley, meanwhile, is enjoying 
himself at Paris. and has not yet presented his 
credentials to the Austrian Government. Secretary 
Bayard states that, while he does not want to ap- 


‘| pear obstinate, he considers that the United States 
‘| will be as ably represented by Minister Keiley 


as anybody else, and hence he will not consent to 
his recall. Some of Minister Keiley’s friends in 
Virginia have advised him to resign, and thus end 
the controversy, but the President and Secretary 
Bayard desire him to stay. and he will probably 
conform to their wishes. 


One of Roach’s Contracts Forfeited. 

Wasnmoerox, August 7.—Secretary Whitney yes- 
terday sent the following letter to Mr. John Roach 
and his assignees and sureties on the contract for 
the Chicago: By the seventh clause of your con- 
tract with the United States dated July 26, 1883, 
for the construction of one steel 
cruiser of about 4.500 tons displacement, 
it was agreed that the hull, machinery and * 
of such vessel should be completed and ready for 
inspection for the purpose of deliveryon or before the 
expiration of eighteen months from the of the 
contract. It was further provided in the eleventh 
clause that, in case of the failure or omission of the 
contractor at any stage of the work prior to final 
completion, from any cause other than the 
order of the Secretary of the Navy, to go forward 
with the work and make satisfactory progress to- 
wards its completion, it should be optional with 
the Secretary to declare the contract forfeited. 
More than six months have now ela 
since expiration of the imit 
thus and the work upon the vessel 
has been stopped, while much remains to be done 
before she can be finally completed. At the same 
time it is evident that the public interest requires 
the vessel in question, known as the Chicago, to be 
completed with all practicable speed, and it has, 
therefore, necessary for the depart- 
ment to take immediate and definite action 
looking to that end, der the circumstances and 
in consequence of the failure of the to 
proceed with the work, I have to inform you that 
the contract above referred to is hereby declared 
to be forfeited on the —— of the contractor, and 
that the rights of the United States under the con- 
tract, and especially under the eleventh, 
twelfth and thirteenth clauses are 
now operative. You are further informed that it is 
the intention of the department, after the inventory 
and appraisement shall have been had, to take 
steps for the prosecution of the work and the com- 
pletion of the said vessel in accordance with the 
conditions expressed in the contract and that in

engineerin construction and repairing 
Department will take charge of the vessel, machin- 

i and fittings. Similar letters also 
, to the Atlanta and the Boston, 
and an order was issued to the chiefs of to 
take charge of the work. In issuing 
the order Secretary Whitney says: “The order 
issued to-day with reference to the Boston, Atlanta 
and Chicago is made in pursuance of my duties 
under the eleventn clause of the contract. Under 
that section there is to follow an inventory, show 
ing to what point of completion the vessels have 
come and what material is „ on hand 
in the contractors’ yard which bas 
been provided for the ships, and how far the work 
has progressed,‘to be followed by a valuation of 
those things. There is then a provision that the 
department shall decide whether to complete the 
ships. As the matter now stands there is no 
question of my duty to go on and do 
this, and it works an incidental benefit 
of course to the contractor and to his employes. 
The Government steps into the yard, takes posses- 
sion af the ships, plant. etc., pays for the comple- 
tion, and then has an accounting with the contrac- 
tor at the end, and if there is any profit the con- 
tractor has it, andif there is any loss 
he pays it.

All his 
old desire to visit it returned strongly, 
He was on the point of deciding to go, 
but, as his voice did not improve, he feared he 
would be unable to visit the States without public 
speaking. Speaking was impossible, soon the ad- 
vice of friends, against his own inclination, he de- 
cided on a cruise to Norway in Brassey's yacht 
He sails to-morrow afternoon. If, for any reason, 
he should not be tied down by politics in the imme- 
diate future, I believe he could be induced to make 
an American trip. At any rate, I know that he was 
very enthusiastic the other day about the project, 
and relinquished it witk great reluctance. He will 
make no political engagemeats till after his return 
from Norway. 

A BANQUET TO PARNELL.

Above all Iwould not lead you into wild 
and revolutionary projects which would upset the 
unnecessarily existing order of things, but, on the 
other hand, I want you not to accept as final or as 
perfect the existing arrangements under which 
hundreds of thousands, nay miliions, of your fellow 
countrymen are subjected to untold privations and 
misery, with evidence all around them of accumu- 
lated wealth and unexampled luxury.

Lowpow, August 7.— Dispatches sent from Meshed 
in Persia, near; the Afghan frontier, say that the 
British officers in Herat are well treated by the in- 
habitants and that their health is excellent, despite 
the torrid weather prevailing there.

Grant Nota Drinking Man—An Epi- 
sode of the Siege of Vicksburg—The 
Independent, Self-Reliant Man — 
Grant’s Clear, Military Mind—The 
Capture of Richmond. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Tonk, August 7.—Among the many men 
who braved the danger and shared in the victories 
of war side by side with Gen, Grant was Col. Isaac 
Stewart of Washington. He was with Grant dur- 
ing the days when the Commander was opening up 
the Mississippi and entered Richmond almost on his 
beels. The Colonel sat in his room in the Astor 
House yesterday conversing with Grand Army men 
and fighting his battles over and overagain. Col. 
Stewart looks very much as Gen. Grant did half a 
dozen yearsago. He has the same sharp eyes and 
short, thick iron gray beard of the dead com- 
mander, and his frame resembles that of the Gen- 
eral a few years ago. The Colonel has a soldier's 
admiration for his dead commander, and firmly be- 

lieves that when death came to Mt. McGregor it 
carried off one of the most brilliant military men 
the world has ever seen. There has been,” said 
the Colonel, “no little amount of talk attempting to 
prove that Gen. Grant wasa drinking man. I know 
he wasn't. Of course, he might take a glass, just 
as you and I would, but he was not by 


any means a man addicted to drink. 
I only saw him take one glass 
of Whisky during the war. But that glass, well it 
wasawhopper. I think it was on the night of 
February 23, 1863, down at Vicksburg. We were all 
pretty tired and sat in the cabin of the River 
steamer, the Magnolia, waiting for the morning. 
My state-room was next to the General's and I was 
thinking of turning in when the General said to 
McPherson; ‘See bere, before we go to bed, let us 
havea night cap. Stewart has got some prime old 
Crow whisky around here, somewhere.’ I went to 
my state-room and brought out the bottle. The 
zeneral filled a goblet, not a little one, but a.good 
big gobiet, to the brim with that old Crow 
* and he it off. It was 
A WHOPPING BIG DRINK, 
and the only one I ever saw the General take during 
all the years I was with him. If Gen. Grant did 
drink 1 certainly never knew it. He was always 
calm, quiet and self- whether in the heat 
of conflict or after the battle. He was not a soldier 
fuli of strange oaths. I never heard him use a 
profane word in my life. There was another 
episode in the siege of Vicksburg” said the Colonel 
leaning back in his chair. Perhaps you will recall 
the adverse criticism that we heaped upon Gen. 
Grant when he was digging the big trench before 
the city. Every one said, What in the earth js 
he going to do with that trench? What 
use 1 it?’ No one knew, and finally one of the 
officers went to the General and asked why he was 
digging the trench, Do you think,’ one of the 
0 rs asked, ‘you are going todo much good with 
that tronen!“ ‘I have done it,’ General Grant 
replied, and at the same time gave orders that the 
trench shouid be filied up. Bless your soul, he was 
only keeping his men at work so their joints would 
not stiffen ip the tents, and they would go upon tue 
fleid hardened soldiers and not weak from lassitude. 
You all know there was another who wished to 
supersede Grant in command of the Army of 
Yennessee, and it was he who gave birth to the 
criticism. One of the General's friends 
said, you shouid get that man out of the army, ne 
will ride over you.’ Gen, Grant repiied: ‘My 
dear sir, wnoen 1 determined to enter the army, I 
dia so with tue determination todo all I could to 
put down the rebeilion. It is a secondary con- 
sideration in my mind who commands the troops, 
so long as tue great end is accomplished. Col. 
Stewart looked for a while out of the window be- 
fore he spoke again, and then he said briskiy: 
“The assertions that Gen, Grant was not self re- 
liant are the veriest kind of romance. There 
NEVER WAS A MORE INDEPENDENT MAN 
than the General. I recall uon a joke he 
told me once, and thought it was a 
good story, but it strikes me that it proves the kind 
of man he was. One day, long before he was 
known a dozen miles from his home, he had occa- 
sion to borrow a harrow from a neigubor. Before 
he had finished using it the neighbor said he must 
have it in a very shorttime. The General saw that 
something must be done in order to sow and har- 
row in tae required grain, He took a sack of seed 
across his back and jumped upon the horse, throw- 
ing the seed before the horse as it walked and har- 
rowing it as the animal pr Certainly the 
man who would think of such an unique way 
to do his work is a man of resource. He 
was an active, brainy man. say what you will, 
and a hard worker. I recollect night after night 
when we would be all asleep, the General would be 
sitting by his lamp with his maps before him and 
his head full of marches and batties. A great many 
ple have said that be was lazy, while we who 
were on the field when the war was going on knew 
he was one of the most undefatigabie workers in tne 
army.

THE NEW LESSON, 

The gentlemen from Kansas City who went 
to Washington to teach the President how to 
deal with the Indian lease question are reported 
as saying on leaving Washington. We ar- 
rived at 1:80 p. m., and five hours later were 
en route homeward with nothing accomplished. 
What in the world did we leave for anyway?” 

They accomplished a great deal. They played 
a part in a great spectacle. They furnished an 
instructive lesson to the world, and one which 
should have been instructive to them. The 
scene in which they played the part of 
chorus deserves to be perpetuated in art and 
story. It hath a value for all future times. 

These gentlemen proved by their failure, and 
in their failure had proof beyond question, that 
the new age, long expected, has come at last. 
Their discomfiture shows that the people have 
elected a President who is a President of the 
people; that in this country the laws which all 
have a share in making are binding on all: that 
in a land where allied and organized wealth is 
rising to proportions unknown in ancient or 
modern times, the money kings and the cattle 
barons, with their princely domains, their 
swelling figures, their countless herds, their 
power, their alliances and resources, all stand 
before the plain, simple, Democratic executive 
of this country, on the same honest level of 
fairness and justice and obedience to the law 
as the poorest citizen. 

Was not such a lesson worth going from Kan- 
sas City to Washington to learn? 

NO MONEY STOLEN, 

There is something refreshing in the testi- 
mony given by Mr. CoLtonna of the Geodetic 
and Coast Survey, in which, after admitting 
all the short-comings, delinquencies and failures 
of the Bureau, he closes by laying his manly 
hand upon his patriotic heart and claiming that 
no money was ever directly stolen. 

No, there was no money stolen. The Director 
took pay for work which he never performed, 
but this was not stealing. He was drunk 
to helplessness on Government money when he 
should have been attending to the discipline of 
his office, but that was not stealing. The chief 
engraver, whose salary was $300 a month, was 
a boy, so stupid that he did not know he was 
used as a tool, and that others drew his salary, 
but this was not stealing. Surveyors and calcu- 
lators wore five hundred dollar chronometers to 
measure the time it would take the chief to 
sober up, but this was not stealing. Costly 
instruments of accurate scientific research were 
bought with Government money, among them 
the British standards of weight and measure; 
the standard quart was used as a paste- cup; the 
standard yard kept the door open; this was not 
stealing. Dead men’s names were kept on the 
pay rolls, and their salaries duly drawn by 
their surviving friends, asa sad memorial of 
the dear departed, but this was not stealing. 

It would be highly interesting to get from 
the Coast Survey an official opinion as to what 
would be stealing.

A COMPILATION of the sums given by our 
Government to the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company foots up $5,000,000, or enough to pay 
for more than half of the twenty-one steamers 
owned by the company. is was sheer subsi- 
dy, over and above payment for mail service, 
and the money was votea to extend and encour- 
age American commerce, What use did the 
company make of it?

More Land Grabbing. 
From the Indianapolis Journal. 

Since the appointment ot George W. Julian to the 
Surveyor-Generalship of New Mexico, one Ezra 
Hayes, of Lawrenceburg, it is said, bas taken an 
extravagant interest in the old gentieman'g affairs. 
The Surveyor-General’s office can furnish valuable 
information as to choice lands in New Mexico, being 
a promising locality for capital in certain lines, par- 
ticularly stock raising, Mr. Julian's official 8 
ance has grown apace. There 18 4 syndicate 
Eliah capitalists, with American 2 
earnestly devoted to the improvement of the Terri- 


tory, with the assistance of Mr. Julian as Surveyor- 
General. This syndicate's affairs sre said to be 
‘managed by Mr. Gardner, of Hoyt, Gardner & Co., 


New York bankers, and among its possessions are 
400,000 acres of land in New Mexico and 40,000 head 
of cattle on the Oklahoma range. The cattle are 
supposed to be the property of a man named 
Thompson, who, to hold them in that section of the 
country, married a half-breed, and thus had 
awarded him certain Indian rights. But the Gov- 
ernment having decided that all cattle of white men 
must get out of Oklohoma, the syndicate is looking 
after an increase of lands and a larger development 
of their cattle interests in New Mexico, The best 
lands there are to be taken up by wholesale, and 
this can only be done through information derived 
from the Surveyor-General's office of that Terri- 
tory. A man named Duvall, of Columbus, Ohio, a 
nephew of Huntington, of the Texas Pacific, and 
Nimrod Lancaster, of Chicago, are interested in the 
scheme. Lancaster is in New Mexico, and Ezra 
Hayes, whose influence Mr. Julian, it is said, can 
not resist, is attending to the interests of the’ enter- 
prise in this State. He id traveling up and down 
the country from the Ohio River to the Mich- 
gan line, taiking of the greatness of New Mexico. 


Vagaries of Labor Systems. 
From the Brooklyn Union. 

The economic differences between life in an old 
State and in a newer one are shown by the compar- 
ative statistics of labor and wagesin Massachustts 
and Illinois. Massachusetts, by the census re- 
port, had only afew more manufacturing estab- 
lishments than Illinois; yet in the older State there 
are still nearly twice as many large establishments. 
In Massachuetts the percentage of women em- 
ployed is 80. 13. as against 12.16 in Illiacis; and the 
total number of women and children employed in 
the Eastern State is nearly twice as great as in the 
Western. In Illinois the average daily earnings is 
$1 51, and in Massachusetts $1 23. These compar- 
ative statistics published by the Illinois Bureau of 
Labor Statistics simply confirm the easily observed 
differences between younger and older manufac- 
turing communities; but do they not indicate also 
that, as the Western States approach the present 
excellence and extent of the Hastern States in their 
manufacturing and cut off more and more of the 
Western market from New England, New England 
must either have a larger foreign market or must 
maintain her manufactories by cheaperand cheap- 
er labor. until the percentage of women and chil- 
dren among the wage-workers reaches an unnatu- 
ral and deteriorating extent?

CREVELING VS. CLUSB. 


Justice O'Connell Asked to Set Aside the 
Forfeited Bond To-Day.

SITTING MEDICINE. 


Latest Particulars of the Murder of Little 
Robe's Young Soa. ‘ 

LeavenworTH, Kan., August 7.—The following 
letter. from General Potter, in relation tothe mur- 
der of the son of Little Robe, the chief of the 
Cheyenne Indians, was received by General Miles 
at Fort Leavenworth yesterday. General Miles 
says that if the murder had been committed six 
weeks ago it would have caused 4 war: 

Fort? Sort, L T., July 20. 

My Dran Frrenp—The Indian scouts arrived yes- 
terday on their way here. They found the body of 
young Sitting Medicine, a son of Little Robe. The 
body was found about nine miles from the post. 
He had been shot through the heart. His horse 
had been shot also. The horse was saddled and 
dridled and lay near the murdered man, whose 
rifle lay under his horse. Apparentiy nothing had 
been disturbed. The head of the man was some 
thirty or forty yards from the body. The Indians 
think that it had been cut off. The body was very 
much decayed. I hadit brought tothe post for 
burial. The agent, Capt. Lee, reports that Little 
Robe will come here as soon as he can. The scouts 
were rather excited about the matter, but are now 
quiet. I believe they think he was murdered by 
white men—cowboys. Ido not think the murder- 
ers can be discovered, but I will try and find out 
who did the killing. J. H. Porta.
